ASHINGTON, June 2.—The 
Internal Revenue Bureau will 


| not recognize any allowance in tax 
returns for loss sustained through 
| trading in used trucks or passen- 
ger automobiles for new trucks, it 

was announced today in a ruling 

handed down at the request of a 
concern desiring to make the de- 
duction in question. 

Particular reference is made to 
such trucks and motors used for 
business purposes. The ruling, in 
| part, states:— 

“The taxpayer during 1922 traded 
in three trucks and three passenger 
|cars, all used for business purposes, 
for new trucks and passenger cars 
| to be used for like purposes. The 
|trade-in value was 7x dollars 
|than the depreciated cost as at the 
|date of the exchange. 

“In 1923, two cars were traded in 
t a trade-in value of x dollars less 
than the depreciated cost. The tax- 
payer deducted these amounts as a 
loss in computing net income of 1922 | 
and 1923. 

“The automobiles in respect of | 
which the taxpayer claimed a de- 
| ductible loss were used for business | 
| purposes, and therefore were oe 
‘for productive use in trade or busi- 
| ness’ within the meaning of the rev- 
/enue act. They were ‘exchanged for 
property of a like kind or use’ 
within the purview of such statute. 
Consequently no loss is recognized 
from the exchange.”

A Road of Friendship - 


T the recent luncheon tendered by the N. A. C. C. to the 
South American delegates to the Pan-American trade 
convention, Senor Gutierrez of Peru, former ambassador 
from that country to the United States, made a graceful 
speech urging the ultimate construction of the hoped-for Pan- 
American Highway, which will some day connect all the 
countries of this hemisphere. 

Senor Gutierrez remarked on the binding together of the 
various far-flung sections of this land of ours by our ever- 
increasing system of good roads. Good will among human 
beings is created by contact. The general circulation of the 
population by means of motor vehicles and the close contacts 
that the highways generate have taught citizens of far sepa- 
rated sections that the residents of other parts of the country 
are friendly fellow citizens after all. This binding together 
of a vast country, the gentleman from Peru believes, could 
have been accomplished in no other way than through the 
contacts created by the motor vehicle. 

He ventures to hope that in some future day the com- 
pletion of a great road from the Arctic to the Antarctic will 
bind the nations of North and South America in similar bonds 
of respect and understanding. National animosities are 
fostered by lack of understanding. Contact will bring under- 
standing, and we may all of us subscribe heartily. to the 
prayer for a more complete and permanent bond with the 
friendly nations to the south of us that will be forged by a 
rreat international highway of friendship.

Pedestrian Protection 


“y ITTLE can be expected in the way of satisfactory 

traffie regulation in American cities until the special 
problem presented by the pedestrian has been given thorough 
examination and adequate’ treatment,” Miller 
MeClintock, director of the Albert Russel Erskine Bureau for 
Street Traffic Research. 

Continuing, Mr. McClintock remarks: “Thus far the 
pedestrian has been left largely to follow his own inclination. 
Such regulations as have been passed have been directed 
almost exclusively to a restraint against drivers of motor 
vehicles. Slight attention has been given to the adjustments 
of conflicts between vehicles and foot traffic. But the time 
has come when it is imperative that all classes of street users 
be subjected to moderate and reasonable regulations if motor 
vehicles are to move faster and with fewer traffic snarls, and 
pedestrians are to secure the maximum amount of pro- 
tection.” 

All of this is extremely true. We shall never get the 
maximum safety possible until we are able to segregate 
pedestrian and vehicular traffic. If we cannot do this job 
in its entirety by separating pedestrian and vehicular rights 
of way, if these two classes of traffic must continue to use 
the same right of way, we must separate their periods of 
use. In other words, pedestrians must be compelled to keep 
out of the roads while vehicles are in motion, and vehicles 
must stop when pedestrians are using crosswalks, etc. This 
gets us back to the old problem of regulating pedestrians as 
we now do drivers. In the interests of general safety, pedes- 
trians will have to give up some of their cherished “rights” 
of sifting through traffic and risking their lives. 

Any nation which swallowed the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment need not stand on too much ceremony as regards giv- 
ing up its right to commit suicide in modern traffic.

$2 for failure to pay license fees 
prior to May 1 of any year. This 
increased rate does not apply to used 
cars in the hands of licensed used- 
car dealers that were listed with the 
county treasurer January 1 to 5. 

S. F. No. 148 provides a flat fee for 
electric automobiles of $25 per year, 
with a reduction to $15 per year for 
the sixth and subsequent registra- 
tions. 

S. F. No. 145 provides that minors 
when driving motor vehicles must 
be accompanied by a person at least 
19 years of age. 

S. F. No. 164, known as “the bad 
check bill,” makes it a felony for 
any one with fraudulent intent to 
“make, utter, draw, deliver or give 
any check, draft or written order 
for a sum of $20 or more, and if the 
amount is less than $20 the penalty 
is not to exceed $100 or not to ex- 
ceed thirty days in jail.’ 

S. F. No. 347 amends the present 
law relating to the method of col- 
lecting gasoline license fees and 
makes stringent’ provision concern- 
ing the posting of notice of the price 
of all grades of gasoline being sold 
to the public. This law was effec- 
tive immediately upon passage. 

S. F. No. 381, already in effect, per- 
mits motor buses to operate over 
the highways at a maximum speed 
of thirty-five miles per hour, an in- 
crease of five miles per hour. 


KANSAS CITY TO HOLD 
AUTO HEADLIGHT TESTS 


Kansas City, June 2.—The Kan- 
sas City Safety Council’s second an- 
nual light-testing “school,” a part 
of its campaign for safer night driv- 
ing, opened this week. 

The tests conducted last year 
were highly successful and the 
council expects to test more than 
10,000 lights during the four days 
and nights of the campaign. Ten 
testing station on main arteries in 
different sections of the city will be 
in charge of experts, who will test 
the lights on motor cars and check 
any adjustments n George A.
